Australian Government Thinks New 
Imperial Conference Should 
Be Held 

The Australian government has 
made known its belief that a new Im¬

review the Empire agreements gen¬ 
erally, at a conference similar to 
that of Ottawa.

'“no place for Fascism in Canada,” 
and branding the Liberal party as 
lacking any policy except one of op¬ 
position.

Alaska As Military Base 

Logical One If Trouble Occurs 
Between U.S. And Asia 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the dis¬ 
tinguished Arctic explorer, holds that 
Alaska is the true military base 
the United States in conflict with 
Asiatic power. He points out that 
Tokyo is twice the distance from 
Hawaii that it is from Alaska. This 
will be obvious if one studies a map 
of the North Pacific showing dimin¬ 
ishing lines of longtitude as one ap¬ 
proaches the North pole, and is not 
drawn on Mercator’s projection. 

This American base would be about 
the centre of the Aleutian chain of 
islands. Stefansson has great knowl¬ 
edge of the Arctic. He loves it. He 
spent several years among the Eskl- 
living off the country. He 
came out hale and hearty. He is one 
of those who knows that the Arctic 
is not a frigid and desolate waste. 
Food is plenty and not hard to get 
by those who know the region. No 
one will deny that the cold Is severe 
in season, but people who know the 
North prepare to meet it The sea 
up there is full of fish. Seal may be 
taken often and in the short summer 
the air is full of ducks and geese 
and other aquatic fowl. These birds 
breed in that Far North and bring 
their young birds to maturity for 
the long flight to the South. 

As the years pass it is becoming 
manifest that the waste lands are 
often good. Under their forbidding 
surface, treasures of iron and coal 
are found. Then the desert farther 
south may be irrigated and made to 
produce richly. Seeds become ac¬ 
climated and so do the people. Any 
race that has become acclimated to 
the North loves it, and would not live 
permanently elsewhere.---Port Arthur 
News-Chronicle.
